Dr. Annort, in one of bie popular works, 
gives this anunated sketch of the powers of the 
steam-engine:—*‘' In the present perfect elute of 
the steam-engine, it appeare a thing almost en- 
dowed with intelligence.

not of itself rectify, it warne ite attendants by 
ringing a bell! Yot, with all these talents and 
qualities, and even when possessing |e power 
of 600 horses, it is obedient to the hand of a 
child. Its sliment is coal, wood, charcoal! or 
other combustible; it consumes none while idle 
—it never tires, and wants no sleep—it is not 
subject to malady when originally well made, 
and only refuses to work when worn out with 
age. it is equally active in all climates, 
and will de work of any kind;—it is a water 
pumper, a miner, o sailor, a printer, a eotton- 


and « email engine, in the character of « steam 
pony, may be seon dragging after it on « rail- 
road a hundred tons of merchandize or a regi- 
ment of soldiers with greater speed than that 
of our fleetest coaches. It is the hing of ma- 


lheough chines, and a permanent realization of the genii 


of eastern fable, whose supernatural powers 
were cecasionally at the command of maa.”

O'Commers speaks thue of Ireland, in his 
principal harangue ia faveur of a diesolgtion of 
the Union:—“It is impossible that Ireland should 
comiaus e province. She has twiceas mech po- 
pulation, and capabiliiies for ndependgnee as 
Portugal, which is an independent State, She 
haa within herself twice as much power 
as Spain, which is an independent State. ' 11 ex. 
coeds infinitely in power independent Stites in 
Italy. it has more population and energy than 
Prussia, which hee madea great figure in the 
modern history of the world. It has more com. 
bination of strength and political power than 
the new kingdom of the Netherlands, whose 
broken-faithed Monarch has trampled upea the 
religion of hts honest-hearted and confiding sub- 
yeots. it has more strength than Sweden, Den- 
mark, or twenty republics of South America— 
even t!.e glorious eagle of North America can- 
not leok upos the sua of liberty with a more 
firm eye, and the beame of freedom would be as 
little like to dazzle the sight of infant Ireland, 
rising im all the strength of native combination. 
—(Cheers.)—Of my country | have never de- 
spaired—i have never despaisgd of her, when | 
could not get above five or six men together.— 
We were a species of political outlaws — we were 
scarcely noticed, and the only attention paid to 
use by the Orangemen, was to manifest how utter 
was their contempt for us. Almost the entire 
press was against us, and those who ventured to 
take our part were consigned to the dungton’s 
gloom, where the life was exhausted from ho- 
nest John Magee, for daring to be true to Ire- 
land, and where died Hugh Fitzpatrick, the ve- 
nerated father of a respectable family—the last 
martyt to Ireland.—(Cheera.)—At that period, 


| there was combined against us the government, 


the castle, the police, the yeomanry, the law, 
and the church, and with all these against: us, 
and the majority of the people of England, whose 
mistaken prejudices were arrayed against us; 
and yet, from small beginnings, we encreased 
and became of so much importance as to carry 
our emancipation.’’—(Hear, bear.) 

He urges the measure on grounds such as 
these:——‘‘As an Irishman, he felt that Irish- 
men of all sects and denominations were degrad- 
ed in the degradation of their common country; 
and he thanked his God, that he, at least, was 
not of that abject temperament to submit to 
it without hapatience. What people were ever 
well governed who did not govern themselves? 
No man's private concerns were well managed 
who did not attend te them himself, and aatiea- 
al concerne and private affaire were regulated 
wpon snnilar principles, The total ind:fereace 
of the Engtish Legislature to Irish affaires was 
acknowledged by Mr. Peel. So evident wae it, 
that, upon any Irish measure, it was hardly 
practicable to procure what was called a House. 
—ladeed, the English Parliament had im reality 
more than it could well do with itsewn affaize, 
te be competent to theirs. The English pee- 
ple had no interest in having our hundred Iseh 
Members to help them to legwlate. The Eag- 
ich peeple were wader no obligations te the 
Irish Members, There was net a profligate 
Ministerial job—there was not a tax, car a 
wasteful expoaditure—ihere was not au infringe 
ment upes liberty, nor an act of violence 

te the frish Members, faithful and subservient 
abetions and partiaans. It wes the imierest of 
England, as a nation, to have Ireleed well go- 
verned, and she could ealy be well governed by 
a domestic Parliament. With a good Goverp- 
meant, which drelané has pot yet hed, she weutd

Under the title of Princely Speculations, one 
of Rotuscut.n’s immense transactions is thus 
noticed in the Monwtwo Cunonicie:—*T he 
time is gone by when the price of Stocks was 
considered the true criterion, the only accurate 

e of national prosperity; the rise or fall 
of that politieal ba ter has long been inde- 
pendeut of infleence from the state of commerce, 
agriculture, or the general condition of the peo- 
ple. When the public debt was under two hun- 
dred millions, it was beyond the reach of indi- 
vidual or combined controul: we have, however, 
lived to see the marketable price of a debt ex- 
ceeding eight hundred millions obedient to the 

idance of an individual, in combination with 
the powerful party he commands. In January, 
1827, the leading capitalist took in, and paid 
for, 2,800,0001. Consols, at 87 1-2, from which 
peried the advanee in price has been-1 per 
cent! Te what extent that immense amount 
may, occasionally, have been reduced, cannot 
be known; deubtiess advaatage hes been taken 
of the fuctuations of the market, but the policy 
for the last two years has been, uniformly, to 
increase the stake. Undaunted by the aspect 
of affairs which menaced the tranquility of Eu- 
rope, the great capitalist persevered in buying; 
while the monied public—bankers and other 
dealers—withdrew their capitals from the Funds. 
—And but for this, it might have been doubtful 
whether bis resources, immence as they were, 
could have carried him through such a career, 
triumphant, as he hes been, in achieving his ob- 
} Such wes the torpor of demand for capi- 
tal, that those who had retired from the Funds 
eagerly advanced money, on a pledge of Stock, 
even at the low interest of two per cent.—the 
funds at that very time yielding an interest of 
three and a half! Thus, for two years, was the 
capitalist furnished with money, at two per 
cent., while the Stock successively bought and 
pledged was yielding an interest, from dividends, 
of nearly 8 1-2 per cent.; hence an immense 
profit has accured, from interest only, while the 
principal has advanced 14 per cent. Such, un- 
deniably, has been the course pursued by this 
profound judge of operations in the Funds to. 
wards thie and every other Power pocmesing ‘ 
credit.”

In a late number of the Lowpon Sum, we 
find the following article translated from the 
Courier Francais:—'*To shut qne's self up te 
cut pene and appear deep, when one is, as folks 
sey, only empty and hollow;"* this is, according 
to Figaro, one of the chief cecupations of diplo- 
macy. The portrait he draws of the Statesmen 
of his time gives us more than one feature of re- 
semblance to those of eur own days. Thiemey 
be judged by the following facts on details of 
which reliance may be placed:—A noble Lord, 
who has spent many years in Paris in thé capa- 
city of Ambassador, instead of applying himecif 
to remove the old causes of rivairy between 
France and England, has only employed his lei- 
sure in a new one of a species quite peculi 

He has only, while staying here, made such ob- 
servations as enabled him to raise this strange 
pretension—that the English have maintained 
over the French an inimense superiority in play- 
ing the game of whist. Let nobody believe that 
we are at all exaggerating the singularity of 
this opinion. It was uttered in the circles of 
the Court; and as an excess of urbanity has al- 
ways prevented good company from contradict- 
ing it, it hae become in his Lordship’s mansion « 
sort of established idea. On his return into his 
ewn country, the noble Lord was beset with it, 
even, tohis domestic fireside, and wishing to 
verify, by a sclemn proof, the pretension he had 
maintained so long in the form of an axiom, he 
hit upon an expedient which deserves to be 
made known. Like a true Chevalier, he 
has recently sent to one of the saiccas, 
at Paris, where the rich idlers of all na- 
tions who live in that capital, meet every 
evening, @ challenge in due form, in which 
he defies the best players at whist to undertake 
& match of one hundred rubbers, to be played ia 
twenty days, for 100/. the rubber, and 50,000/. 
to the winners of the greatest number of games. 
If this challenge should be accepted, the com. 
bat will take place at Paris or London, at the 
pleasure of those who ere challenged, and his 
Lerdship announces that he has already made 
choice of one of his countrymen as a partner. 
It is generally thought that the glove thrown 
with eo much arrogance bas been taken up in 
the arena into which it was thrown. Happily, 
he who picked it up, and whe believed himself 
called upon to avenge the national honor, has 
more boldness than wealth. It has been neces- 
sary for him te have recource to a subscription 
to raise the stake required.
